narrow Toim-to eaded with the skin 
of sheep, and some with the akin of pigs. . 
So the Long aud Narrow Tom-tom party 
were subdivided, and became the Longand 
Narrow Shéep-headed T..m-tom party and the 
Long and Narrow Pig-beaded Tom-tom party. 
He pointed out to the Short and Steut Tom- 
tom*party that some of their short and stout 
tom toms were beted ifftwith wooll, and some 
with iron, So the Short and Stout Tom-tom 
party were subdivided into the Sbort and 
Stout Wveden-boxed Tom-tom party, and the 
Short and Stout Iron-boxed Tom-tom party. 
And here the good Bishop took breath and 
rested. For by this time there was only one 
man to each subditision, and the process of 
d sintegration could be carried on no further. 
Let us hope, bowever, that he. was as! 
successful in converting them to Christianity 
as he was in bringing them to a Christian 
frame of mind.— Landon Fun.
